This was too 
strong for resistance, and many of those 
engaged in the attack upon Willing were 
unwilling to_bazard the consequences of 
resisting the Spanish government of the 
territory. The rank and file dispersed and 
found safety in separation, but Hutchins 
and some of his officers fled the country. 
Hutchins and two others come through the 
wiiderhess, encountering great privations 
in the Indian country. Reaching Charles 
ton Hutchins embarked for Earope where 
he remained some years, leaving his family 
to the care of his wife, who proved on 
gether competent to the charge. She « 
termined to ask protection of the Spa: ‘ 
government in person, and with a trusty 
servant, in an open canoe, she descended 
the Mississippi from Natchez to New Orleans 
three hundred miles. She went in person 
to the-governor, represented her situation 
to him, received the protection, ard return-
